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Introduction 


Objective 

One of the goals of Canada’s energy policy is to 
reduce, by 1990, the use of oil in each of the res- 
idential, commercial and industrial sectors to no 
more than 10 per cent of the total energy used in 
these sectors. To achieve this goal, a number of 
programs have been developed, each of which 
focuses on different aspects of energy supply and 
consumption in Canada. The Distribution System 
Expansion Program (DSEP) is one initiative 
designed to encourage the expansion of natural gas 
distribution systems into areas that are not served 
by natural gas. 


Description 

Through DSEP, financial assistance is provided to 
gas distribution utilities to help them expand their 
distribution networks into markets now served by 
oil and where construction would otherwise be 
uneconomical for the utility. Potential customers 

in these areas can then also take advantage of 
other oil substitution programs sponsored by the 
Department of Energy, Mines and Resources, such 
as the Canada Oil Substitution Program (COSP) or 
the Industrial Conversion Assistance Program 
(ICAP). 

Approximately 1200 projects, resulting in the 
addition of 3725 km of pipe to the distribution 
network, have been approved in the first two years 
of the program. These projects are providing natural 
gas service to 66 000 new customers, of whom 
approximately 95 per cent are residential. 

Funding for each project is restricted to the 
minimum required to make the project financially 
viable, and cannot be used to upgrade or maintain 
existing systems unless this is the least-cost alter- 
native for providing service to new customers. 

DSEP was launched in March 1982 and is 
approved to run until March 1987. 


Funding 

Market Development Incentive Payments 

As a result of the September 1981 Canada-Alberta 
Agreement on Energy Pricing and Taxation, the 
Province of Alberta undertook to provide Market 
Development Incentive Payments (MDIP) to the 
Government of Canada to encourage the expansion 
of markets for Alberta-produced natural gas in 
provinces east of Alberta. DSEP is one of four 
programs eligible for MDIP funding. 


Consolidated Revenue Fund 

DSEP projects undertaken in British Columbia are 
not eligible for MDIP. Funds for expansion work 

in this province are provided by the Government 
of Canada from the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


Program Design 

Two approaches are used in determining the 
amount of funding available for encouraging gas 
distribution system expansion: an annual com- 
petition which is designed for large extensions, 
and an incentive funding approach whereby gas 
utilities are allocated a predetermined level of 
funding to undertake eligible smaller extension 
projects. 


Competition 

Under this approach, gas distribution utilities can 
submit projects with capital costs exceeding 
$100 000. These are reviewed by Energy, Mines 
and Resources Canada using a standard financial 
test. Projects are selected for financial assistance 
primarily on the basis of their cost effectiveness in 
displacing oil. 

In 1982-83, competition was implemented as an 
experimental approach in British Columbia. Gas 
utilities in this province competed for a given level 
of funding. Based on a review of the program, this 
approach was extended in 1983-84 to utilities in all 
participating provinces: British Columbia, Saskat- 
chewan, Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec. Utilities 
now compete for funding on a national basis. 


Incentive Funding 

Under this approach a fixed level of funding is 
available to each gas distribution utility. The gas 
company uses its own financial test to determine 
the required contribution from the Government of 
Canada. Projects submitted under this approach 
may not exceed $250 000 in capital costs and must 
be cost effective in displacing oil. 

In 1982-83 Incentive Funding operated in pro- 
vinces east of Alberta. This policy was revised for 
1983-84 and beyond in order to include British 
Columbia. 


Employment Impact

Direct employment refers to employment generated in the construction of the projects themselves and 
production of the goods needed to construct the projects. Indirect employment includes direct employment 
and consists of the creation of all materials required for the production of inputs and all associated services 
and margins. Induced employment includes both direct and indirect employment and consists of estimating 
the effect on the Canadian economy of the expenditures of all wages and salaries generated by the investment 
from this program. 
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British Columbia 


British Columbia’s natural gas resources are 
located in the northeast section of the province. 
The northern and central areas of the province 
constitute mature markets for natural gas sales, 
with potential for expansion lying in the more 
sparsely populated areas. Because of this high 
penetration, the potential for cost-effective 
DSEP projects is lower in this province than in 
provinces in eastern Canada. 


There are seven gas distribution utilities, all of 
which, except Columbia Natural Gas Limited, 
purchase gas directly from the Westcoast Trans- 
mission Gas Company, which operates a 4200 km 
pipeline network in the province. (Columbia cur- 
rently purchases part of its gas supply from Alberta.) 
The three major utilities, which account for approxi- 
mately 95 per cent of provincial sales, are: the 
British Columbia Hydro and Power Authority, 
serving the lower mainland; Inland Natural 
Gas Company Ltd., serving the Okanagan and the 
central and northern interior; and Pacific Northern 
Gas Ltd., serving Summit Lake to Prince Rupert 
and Kitimat. The four smaller companies are: 
Columbia Natural Gas Ltd., Fort Nelson Gas Ltd., 
1.C.G. Utilities (Plains-Western) Ltd. and Northland 
Utilities (B.C.) Limited. All utilities are regulated by ~ 
the British Columbia Utilities Commission. 


1982-83 

In 1982-83 six gas utilities submitted projects in a 
provincewide competition for an initial level of 
funding of $5.0 million which was then augmented 
by $1.8 million in August 1982. As a result of the 
competition, four B.C. utilities undertook 55 pro- 
jects with total capital costs of $19 million, and 
received $5.3 million in DSEP contributions. These 
projects will displace approximately 44 000 m3 

of oil annually and provide natural gas service to 
8000 new customers. 


1983-84 

In 1983-84, the Competition and Incentive Funding 
modes were used nationally and B.C. utilities sub- 
mitted projects under both components of the 
program. One hundred projects with total contri- 
butions of $2.9 million were approved under Incen- 
tive Funding, while five projects were awarded 
maximum contributions of $0.9 million under the 
Competition approach. It is estimated that these 
projects will displace 12 000 m3 of oil and provide 
natural gas to more than 4000 new customers.

Saskatchewan 


Saskatchewan produces approximately 38 per cent 
of its total gas consumption. Low prices and ready 
availability of this energy source have led to high 
penetration in all major residential areas (southern 
and central parts of the province). In the remainder 
of the province, however, approximately 150 com- 
munities and 70 000 farms remain unserved by 
natural gas, as high transmission and distribution 
costs have precluded service extension to these 
areas. 

With the exception of the Lloydminster Gas 
Company Ltd., which operates on both sides of the 
Alberta-Saskatchewan border at Lloydminster, 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation is the sole natural 
gas distributor within the province. The Lloyd- 
minster Gas Company has not participated in DSEP 
to date. 


1982-83 

In 1982-83, fifteen projects involving $3.86 million 
in contributions were approved. Most of these 
extensions brought gas service to small communi- 
ties in the central and northwest parts of the province. 
Altogether, approximately 2000 new customers will 


receive gas service for an annual oil displacement 
of more than 11 000 m:. 


1983-84 

In 1983-84, thirty-eight projects were approved 
under the Incentive Funding component and four 
under the Competition mode, with maximum 
contributions of $2.0 and $0.6 million, respectively. 
These projects will result in an annual oil 
displacement volume of 6975 m3, and it is 
estimated that gas service will be brought within 
reach of more than 1400 new customers. 


Manitoba 


Manitoba has only a small remaining gas potential 
since the major population centres are already 
served by gas and smaller communities are fre- 
quently too far from the existing pipelines to be 
served. 

There are three gas distribution utilities in this 
province: Greater Winnipeg Gas Company, Inter-City 
Gas Corporation and Plains-Western Gas (Manitoba) 
Ltd. All are regulated by the Public Utilities Board of 
Manitoba. These utilities did not participate in DSEP 
in 1982-83. 


1983-84 

In 1983-84, the three utilities received approval for 
twenty-one projects under the Incentive Funding 
component and were awarded contributions 
totaling nearly $300 000. It is estimated that these 
projects will bring natural gas service to 450 new 
customers and will displace 1300 m3 of oil 
annually.

Ontario 


Ontario is the largest market in the country for 
western Canadian natural gas, with approximately 
97 per cent of its consumption supplied by the 
western provinces, mainly Alberta. Industrial use of 
the fuel accounts for about 54 per cent of the 
market and the commercial and residential sectors 
each comprise approximately 23 per cent. Cus- 
tomers have been added at a record rate in 
Ontario in recent years, basically in response 

to a changed perception of the relative price 

and availability of fuel oil and natural gas, 

coupled with federal government initiatives (COSP, 
DSEP). 

The three major companies responsible for gas 
distribution in Ontario are: The Consumers’ Gas 
Company (central and eastern Ontario), Union Gas 
Limited (southwestern Ontario) and Northern and 
Central Gas Corporation Limited (principally northern 
Ontario). In addition, four small utilities serve specific 
communities: the Public Utilities Commission of the 
City of Kingston; the City of Kitchener Utilities Division; 
Natural Resource Gas Limited (Aylmer, Ontario); 
Inter-City Gas Corp. (Ontario) serving Fort Frances, 
Rainy River, Eno, Barwick and Manitou Rapids. Gas 
utilities are regulated by the Ontario Energy Board. 


1982-83 

Five Ontario gas distributors received approval for 
265 projects totalling $16.3 million in DSEP con- 
tributions and with total capital costs of $41.7 
million. It is estimated that these projects will 
result in an annual oil displacement of 93 000 m3 
and will provide service to nearly 23 000 new 
customers. 


1983-84 

In addition to the five utilities that received fund- 
ing in 1982-83, a sixth company, Natural Resource 
Gas, participated in the 1983-84 program. Under 
Incentive Funding, 420 projects with a total maxi- 
mum contribution of $15.1 million were approved, 
while fourteen projects with maximum contribu- 
tions of $9.6 million were approved under Compe- 
tition. The total capital cost of these projects is 
$52.7 million; they will bring natural gas service 
within reach of 16 000 new customers representing 
an annual oil displacement of 100 500 m3.

Quebec

Until recently, natural gas service was available in 
few Quebec communities (Montreal, Hull, Rouyn- 
Noranda). However, with the construction of the 
Trans Quebec and Maritimes pipeline, natural gas 
is becoming accessible to a larger portion of the 
province's population, thus providing a large 
potential market. For example, natural gas service 
is now available to residents of Quebec City and 
some communities in the Eastern Townships. 
The two largest distributors in Quebec are: Gaz 
Métropolitain inc., serving Montreal and surround- 
ing areas and Gaz Inter-Cité Québec Inc., serving 
Trois-Riviéres, Quebec City and the Eastern Town- 
ships. The Montreal region alone represents more 
than 90 per cent of total gas sales in the province. 
Gazifére Inc. and Le Gaz Provincial du Nord de 
Québec Ltée are the other two gas distribution 
companies, serving customers in Hull and environs 
and the Rouyn-Noranda area, respectively. Utilities 
are regulated by the Régie de I'électricité et du gaz. 


1982-83 


In the first year of the program's implementation 
the four Quebec gas distributors received approval 
to undertake 43 projects with contributions totaling 
$9.0 million. These projects are to result in an 
annual oil displacement of 103 000 m? and will add 
more than 3000 customers to the current distri- 
bution network. With the extension of the Trans 
Quebec and Maritimes pipeline to Trois-Rivieres, 
access to natural gas was provided to residents of 
this city for the first time. 


1983-84 

The four gas utilities again participated in the pro- 
gram in 1983-84, with projects approved under 
both components of the program. Under Incentive 
Funding, 115 projects with total maximum contri- 
butions of $7.8 million were approved, while twenty- 
one projects with maximum contributions of $18.1 
million were approved under Competition. The total 
capital cost of these projects is $81.5 million. It is 
estimated that these projects will bring natural gas 
within reach of 8500 new customers thereby 
displacing 268 000 mé% of oil annually.
